■*“  now  submitted. 

During  the  year  121  cases  have  been  treated  in  the 
Hospital,  4  more  than  in  1927;  and  the  average  number  of  beds 
occupied  has  been  6^. 

94  Operations  have  been  performed,  of  which  54  were 
by  the  Medical  Staff  and  40  by  the  Honorary  Surgeons. 

The  Annual  Subscriptions  amounted  to  ^"436  :  4  :  6,  and 
show  a  decrease  of  ^22:14:6  when  compared  with  those  of 

1927. 


Donations  amounted  to  ^133  :  0  :  1,  and  the  Boxes  yielded 
£28  :  10  :  7. 

Patients’  Payments  amounted  to  ^  431  :  7  :  0  and  £ 20  :  16  :  1 
was  received  from  Approved  Societies. 

The  Expenditure  for  the  year  amounts  to  ^"1604:14:3 
of  which  ^1555:4:4  was  for  Ordinary  Maintenance.  This 
works  out  at  13/1^  per  occupied  bed  per  day. 

The  Knutsford  Post  Office  Staff  has  contributed  a  further 
£\§  to  the  Endowment  fund,  making  its  total  contribution  to 
date  £”94. 

Children’s  Ward  Fund.  The  sum  of  ^8  :  6  :  9  collected 
from  Skaters  on  Booth  Mere,  per  Miss  Joan  Cowburn,  has  been 
credited  to  this  Fund  and  appears  in  the  Balance  Sheet. 

Extension  Fund.  This  Fund  was  opened  during  the 
year,  following  an  Appeal  for  ^*1500  for  extensions  consisting 
of  a  Children’s  Ward,  an  X  -  Ray  Room,  and  other  minor 
improvements.  Donations  amounting  to  ^"992  :  3  ;  4  have  been 
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received,  and  the  Committee  trusts  that  those  who  are  in  a 
position  to  give  and  have  not  already  contributed,  will  support 
the  Fund.  £"500  is  still  required  to  enable  £"1000  of  the  £"2000 
presented  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cowburn,  to  be  placed  to  the 
Endowment  Fund. 


The  preliminary  arrangements  for  the  extension  are  now 
in  hand,  and  it  is  hoped  that  building  will  begin  in  the  early 
Spring. 


Endowment  Fund.  In  answer  to  the  Appeal,  donations 
amounting  to  £"69 :  15  :  6  have  been  received,  which  with  the 
annual  contribution  from  the  Knutsford  Post  Office  Staff,  already 
referred  to,  make  a  total  of  £"84  :  15  :  6  shown  in  the  Balance 
Sheet. 


The  Annual  Fete  in  Tatton  Park,  organised  by  the 
Knutsford  Traders’  Association  resulted  in  £"220 :  12 :  8  being 
received  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital.  This  is  a 
most  gratifying  result  in  a  year  when  many  contributions  have 
been  allocated  to  the  Extension  Fund. 


The  Committee  again  desire  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the 
Medical  and  Surgical  Staff,  and  the  Matron  and  Nursing  Staff, 
for  their  valued  services.  They  are  also  grateful  to  the  Honorary 
Collectors,  Donors  of  foodstuffs  or  cash  on  the  Annual  Pound 
Day,  and  to  all  who  worked  unsparingly  for  the  welfare  of 
the  Hospital.
